^ length of rock are also slightly rounded 
to simulate the rounded ends of a natural 
f20 oucumher and the exterior of the whole 
length of rock is covered with a la^'er 
of sugar coloured dark green, this ex- 



terior coloured sugar coating being pre- 
ferably striated or arranged with bands of 
slightly varying tint as in a natural 
cucumber. The interior of the rock is 
made of white sugar and^ in order to 
imitate the longitudinal ovary cells of a 
natural cucumber the interior of the rock 
is formed with a series of longitudinally 
disposed portions of clear sugar, the cross 
sectional formation of which is made 
somewhat in the shape of the ovary cells 
of a natural cucumber. In this way 
wlien the stick or rock is broken the cross 
sectional appearance is very similar to a 
cucumber when cut. The length of rock 
may be given a slight longitudinal curva- 
ture further to simulate the appearance 
of a natural cucumber.

A New Fonn of Sweetmeat

is to be performed, fo be particularly 
described and ascertained in and by the 
following statement: — 

This invention relates to a new form 
of sweetmeat made of sugar confectionery 
or v/hat is generally known in tlie trade 
i^s "j[0£ik-^and has for its object to pro- 
duce a new effect hoth as regards its 
appearance and as an edible product. The 
invention particularly relates to sweet- 
meats of the type made in the form of 
fruits, such fjor insTa nee ji a banami^the 
i 11 1 or ioThe ing of wh iFe^pulrecTsiiga r wiTlTr' 
a central core or letters or a design of 
clear sugar and having an outer finish re- 
presenting the outer skin of the fruit. 

According to this invention the sweet- 
meat is made of sugar rock in the shape 
{Frice IM 
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of a natural cucumber » that is having a 
definite lobe of reduced diameter at one 
end only, the interior Being of white sugar 
witliin which is embedded a series of 
longitudinally disposed parts of clear 
sugar, and the whole e?:terior being 
covered with a layer of dark green 
coloured sugar longitudinally striated. 

A sweetmeat in accordance with this in- 
vention is illustrated in the accompany- 
ing drawings in which Fig. 1 is an eleva- 
tion and Fig. 2 a cross section. 

The sweetmeat is made of a length of 
sugar rock and somewhat of the form 
shown to imitate the shape of a natural 
cucumber. One end 1 of the stick of rock 
lias a restricted lobe, being of smaller 
diameter than the remainder. Botli ex- 
treme ends 2 of the length of rock are 
slightly rounded, the exterior of the whole 
stick of rock being covered with an outer 
layer 3 of dark green coloured sugar. 
This outer green coloured layer 3 extends 
also over the ends 2 completely enclosing 
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an interior core 4 of white coloured sugar. 
. The exterior layer is striated as indi- 
cated at 5 and'^the tintinp: of this outer 
green layer may be varied in tone. The 
^ interior 4 of the stick of rock has a series 
of longitudinally disposed portions 6 of 
clear sugar arranged within it, the cross 
sectional formation of these clear sugar 
portions being somewhat in the shape 
shown to simulate the ovary celTs of a 
natural cucumber. 

The whole length of the stick of rock 
is preferably given a slight longitudinal 
curvature as in a natural cucumber. 

Having now particularly described and 
ascertained the nature of our said inven- 
tion and in what manner the same is to 
be performed, we declare that what we 
claim is : — 



1. A sweetmeat made of sugar rock in 
the shape of a natural cucumber that is 
having a definite lolbe of reduced diameter 
at one end only, the interior being of 
white sugar within which is embedded 
a series of longitudinally disposed parts 
of clear sugar, and the whole exterior 
being covered with a layer of dark green 
coloured sugar longitudinally striated. 

2. A sweetmeat made of sugar rock in a 
form to represent a natural cucumber sub- 
stantially as described and shown in the 
accompanying drawings.
